January 1, 1733. The Proprie- 


taries of Pennsylvania granted to 
John Harris a tract of land on the 
Susquehanna River on which Harris- 
burg now stands. 
His son, of the 


same name, founded the town in 
1762, and in 1785 the place became 
the county seat of the newly created 
county of Dauphin, though it was not 
incorporated as a borough until 
1791. 
In 1812 the seat of the State 


government was transferred to Har- 
risburg. 
A city charter was adopted, 


in 1860. 


January 1, 1745. Anthony Wayne, 


the distinguished general of the Rev- 
olution who was known as "Mad 
Anthony," was born in Easttown 
Township, Chester County, one and a 
quarter miles south of Paoli. 
The 


Wayne homestead still remains in 
;he possession of the general's de- 
scendants. 


January 1, 1780. The Penn family 


made the last payment of beaver 
skins to the crown of England as 
yearly tribute for their possession of 
Pennsylvania 
Thfs tribute had been 


paid annually in accordance with a 
provision in the royal charter, of 
1681, granting the province to Wil- 
liam Penn, the proprietaries of the 
province being required to pay to the 
king of England, "his heirs and suc- 
cessors, two beaver skins, to be de- 
livered at our castle of Windsor on 
the first day of January in every 
year."

Gazette "want" ads bring quick 
results. 


January 2, 1846. The first tele- 


graphic message received in Penn- 
sylvania was transmitted from New 
York to Philadelphia. S. F. B. Morse- 
had sent his first message between 
Baltimore and Washington on May 
27, 1844, but "that line was soon 
abandoned. Then wires were strung 
between Philadelphia and New York, 
along the York Road, this being the 
first telegraph line put into operation 
for regular commercial business. 
In 


1846 the Philadelphia 
newspapers 


began to print news headed "By the 
magnetic telegraph." That year the 
line was extended to Baltimore and 
Washington. The rates to New York 
were 25 cents for ten words, while 
the same number of words could be 
sent to Trenton or Wilmington, and 
later also to Reading, for 10 cents. 


Januai-y 3, 1822. 
The first session 


of the State Legislature in the State 
Capitol in Harrisburg was opened. 
The act designating Harrisburg as 
the State capital was passed in 1810, 
and in 1812 the State government 
was established there, the Legisla- 
ture meeting in the Court House for 
ten years, until the Capitol w|.s com- 
pleted. 
The Capitol then built was 


burned in 1897. .Prior to being re- 
moved to Harrisburg, the State capi- 
tal had been in Lancaster from 1799 
until 1812, and in Philadelphia from 
1683 until 1799. 


January 3, 1831. The first build- 


ing and loan association in America 
was organized in Frankford, Phila- 
delphia, this being the Oxford Provi- 
dent Building Association. 


January 4, 1831. The Baltimore 


and Ohio Railroad offered a prize of 
$3,500 to any American inventor or 
manufacturer who might produce a 
locomotive burning coke or coal and 
consuming its own smoke. 
Phineas 


Davis of York, Pa., complied with the 
requirements by constructing 
the 


first anthracite-burning locomotive. 


January 5, 1757. A letter of 


thanks from the corporation of the 
city of Philadelphia, together with a 
piece of plate, was presented to Col. 
John Armstrong, in recognition of 
his successful foray against the In- 
dians of Western Pennsylvania, and 
the city also had a medal struck in 
his honor. 
The Indians had been 


causing much trouble on the fron- 
tier, and m 1756 Armstrong led an 
expedition against them. 
With 300 


men he attacked the Indian town of 
Kittanning, a stronghold of the red- 
skins on the Allegheny River, on Sep- 
tember 8, 1756, destroying the town, 
killing thirty or forty Indians and 
releasing eleven English prisoners, 
whom the Indians had held. 


January 6, 1781. Joseph Reed, 


president of the Supreme Executive 
Council of Pennsylvania, went to 
Trenton to treat with the mutinous 
Pennsylvania troops, and succeeded 
in pacifying them. 
In their winter 


quarters at Morristown, N. J., the 
Pennsylvania troops became discon- 
tented because of disputes as to the 
expiration of their term of service, 
and also because of insufficient food 
and clothing. 
General Wayne was 


unable to check the disorder, and 
early in January the troops left the 
camp and marched to Princeton, ap- 
parently intending to continue to 
Philadelphia to obtain 
satisfaction 


from Congress. 
Hoping to take ad- 


vantage of the mutinous spirit, two 
British spies sought to induce the 
soldiers to enter into negotiations 
with the British, but the soldiers 
seized the spies and turned them 
over to Wayne, they being hanged 
later. 
Wayne persuaded the muti- 


neers to treat with President Reed 
and a committee of Congress, the re- 
sult being an agreement to submit 
the grievances of the soldiers to a 
commission to be appointed by Con- 
gress. 


January 7, 1778. The "Battle Of 


the Kegs" occurred on the Delaware 
River. 
A party of patriots filled a 


large number of kegs with gunpow- 
der. 
The kegs were submerged and 


attached to buoys in such a way that 
if the buoys touched an obstruction 


or juice, the waste was more than 
one-half. This Juice was allowed to 
go to waste. 


It was an Industrial chemist who 


collected this Juice and discovered that 
It contained much decomposed vegeta- 
ble matter. 
There was an organic- 


acid In the Juice that seemed worth 
recovering, and by concentration and 
filtration the acid was obtained and 
refined. Today this organic acid forms 
an Important factor In the tanning of 
skins and In all textile manufacturing. 


At first thought It would seem as if 


the sauerkraut Industry was too 
small to be of Importance In recover- 
ing such an Insignificant byproduct 
but there are alone on Long Island up- 
ward of twenty such factories, and 
?ach one uses some 2,500,000 pounds 
>f cabbages 
From each factory there 


are recovered annually 80,000 gallons of 
juice, or. In all. ^,500,000 gallons of 
waste. Multiply these figures by ten 
and we begin to get an idea of what 
this factory economy means, for there 
are similar factories around Chicago. 
St. Louis and many other large cities.

plode the powder. They were placed 
in the river at Bordentown, the in- 
tention being that they should float 
down the river and destroy tie Brit- 
ish shipping at Philadelphia. How- 
ever, owing to the ice in the river, 
most of the 
shipping had 
been 


moored close to shore; consequently 
nearly all the kegs floated harmless- 
ly past the city, though the attempt 
created much excitement. 
The crew 


of a barge captured one of the floats, 
whereupon an explosion occurred 
and four men were killed. Then the 
British 
soldiers 
bombarded them 


from the shore as long as the buoys 
remained in sight. The incident in- 
spired Francis Hopkins to write a 
poem called "The Battle of 'the 
Kegs."

first reporter of France was 


I/ouis XIII. The national library pos- 
sesses the manuscripts of thirty-six ar- 
ticles written by that king. Almost all 
are accounts of his military operations. 
These articles were published in the 
Gazette de France. The "copy," how- 
ever, did not go directly to the printer. 
Louis XIII. wrote abominable French, 
and he had vague notions of orthogra- 
phy. His articles were corrected and 
often entirely rearranged by a secre- 
tary named Lucas, who copied them, 
sending to Richelieu the new manu- 
script. Richelieu examined it in his 
turn and often introduced additional 
corrections. At the siege of Corbie the 
king wrote a few lines eulogistic of the 
cardinal, but afterward crossed them 
out of his article. 
Richelieu wrote 


them in again, and so they appeared in 
the Gazette de France.

which has come to be taken up by 
their patients. Dr. Herbert C. Clapp 
of Boston in the New. York Medical 
Record comes forward with an article 
declaring that worry is a common 
cause of arteriosclerosis, the harden- 
ing of the arteries is not infrequently 
•considered as" one of the customary and 
proper accompaniments of a ripe old. 
*ge—sometimes" even of middle life— 
it is not universally so, and that even 
at fourscore ;years, as ' proved by 
autopsies, theuirteries have been found 
to be perfectly1 sound. He cites the 
case of the champion old :nan, Thomas 
Parr of England, who died at the 
advanced age of 152 and whose arter- 
ies were found by Harvey—who dis- 
covered the circulation of the blood- 
on examination after death to be per- 
fectly sound. 


Dr. Clapp says that within certain 


limits the arteries do not harden be- 
cause they are old, but are old because 
they are diseased. 
Among causes for 


arteriosclerosis be gives overeating-, ex- 
cessive muscular strain and excessive 
brain work. 
Worry produces func- 


tional disturbances and undue blood 
pressure. This brings with It arterio 
sclerosis. He holds that most wor-

POPPING CORN. 


Why the Heat Literally Turns tha 


Grains Inside Out. 


A' grain of popcorn is filled with 


tightly packed starch grains. The in- 
tefidr-of "the gram is divided into a 
large number of cells, each of which 
may;'T)e/likiened.to a tiny box, the falls 
•whereof "afe'sufficiently strong-to with- 
stand considerable pressure from Tvith- 
in.r "Upon, the application of heat the 
moisture present in each little box is 
converted into steam that finally es- 
capes by-explosion. 


To obtain1 a satisfactory popping 


there is required a very high degree of 
heat. This causes the greater part of 
the cells^ to explode simultaneously. 
The graiS of corn then literally turns 
inside out and is transformed into a 
relatively large mass of snow wh,.e 
starch. 


If corn be old and dry it will not 


pop satisfactorily. 
A few cells near 


the center of the grain may burst, 
but the general result will be unsatis- 
factory- 
At the base of the kernels, 


where they are attached to the cob, 
the cells appear to be driest, and it 
has been observed that these cells are 
seldom broken in the popping. 


Practically all the popcorn raised 


for market in this country comes from 


—New- England. Great quantities of it 


are' popped, buttered and packed for 
sale all over the United States.—

I 
was, however, quite international 
since many daring young foreigners 
had joined it, and it was known to in 
elude in its ranks men from Oxford, 
Gottingen and other universities. It is 
probable that a majority of its member: 
were in it more for love of flghtin; 
than for any love of country.

fame as a fighting body should have 
spread throughout the world. Wher 
our war between the states broke 0111 
several corps of zouaves, wearing the 
glittering oriental uniforms of the 
French corps or a modification of them 
were • formed on both sides 
On the 


Union side the best known was that 
corps commanded by Elmer Ellsworth 
a young officer from New York and 
the first killed on the Union side. In 
the Confederacy the most famous corps 
of zouaves was that colled the "Lou- 
isiana Tigers." 


While in American military life the 


zouave uniform has practically disap- 
peared, in France the zouave name

Wonderful Feats That Are Performed 


by Modern Machinery. 


Tbe rapidity with which watches are 


nowadays 
manufactured has 
been 


made possible by the ingenious ma- 
chinery designed within recent years 
for the making of all parts of a watch. 
The speed with which these various 
parts are turned out is little short of 
marvelous. Great sheets of brass and 
steel are cut and rolled into ribbons 
and punched out into wheels at the 
rate of 10,000 a day from eacb punch- 
ing machine. Workers drill the thirty- 
one holes in the roof of the watch as 
fast as they can count. 


Brass wire glides iuto a machine 


that measures off tbe longtb of a part, 
turns It, puts a screw thread on eacb 
end and actually screws it in at tbe 
rate of 2,000 a day 


Tbe screws are of ^ucb rinv sixe 


that fifty gross of them may be put 
in a woman's thimble, while ot others 
there are a thousand gross to the 
pound. 


Balances are cut from the solid steel, 


ground down, worked up and drilled 
with their twenty-five screw boles 
apiece at tbe rate of 100 wheels a day 
from each machine 


Wheels have tbeir«teoth rut. a couple 


of dozen at a time, some with from 
sixty to eighty teeth, at tbe rate of 
1,200 wheels a day from each machine.

The Physiotype. 


This is an English invention for mak- 


ing pictures by impression of leaves, 
ferns, lace, feathers, and various other 
objects. It depends upon the chemical 
action of a fine powder The object of 
which a representation is to be made 
Is placed upon white paper and pressed, 
either by the band or by other means 
When the object is removed no impres- 
sion is visible on the paper, but upon 
sprinkling the powder over the paper 
the picture at once appears, sharply de- 
fined, and remains permanent. Sec- 
tions of wood and designs of coins and 
medals can thus be represented, and 
the prints can be transferred to litho- 
graphic stone, zinc or aluminium, thus 
producing records from which any 
number of copies can be taken.—Chi- 
cago Record-Herald

"The central thought of this book is 


God. Its one object is to- reveal. God. 
In reading it our chief desire ought to 
be to know God." 
These words I 


copied from a Bible in Dr. Andrew 
Murray's study in Wellington. South. 
Africa, In August, 1898, and they help- 
ed me. He remarked as he saw me 
handling that particular Bible: "You 
will notice that I have used that copy 
of the Scriptures to mark in It all the 
names of God. That which the Holy 
Spirit makes prominent we should and 
in the same proportion. Apply this to 
the book of Jonah and see the names 
Lord and God forty times and the fish 
just four times and make the applica- 
tion yourself." 


We saw in last week's lesson the first 


section of Scripture, the first name of 
Deity, God (or Hebrew "Elohim"), 
used just thirty-five times.

month to six weeks earlier than the

KURIOS FROM KORRESPONDENTS 


Q.—Does a hen always lay at aboui 


the same time iu the day? A.—While 
in ;full lay a hen generally lays about 
'the saome hour, and as she nears the 
end of her clutch of eggs she lays a lit- 
tle later each day until she quits. 


Q.—In feeding hens in what propor- 


tion should mash stand to solid grain? 
A.—One pound mtish to two pounds 
grain. 


Q.—Is it necessary to put ventilators 


in .the roof of an open front house'? 
Does the Muscovy duck mature as 
Quickly as the Peking? 
A.—No to 


both. 


Q.—I have an Orpington here that is 


pure white, the first one I have seen, 
and I wish you to tell me how to make 
him stay white. A.—Very few Orping- 
tons stay white. The sun and rain 
seem to conspire to turn them brassy. 
Some claim thaf protection from these 
keep them white. Try it 


Q.—I am from the south, and you are 


from the north, and there is a matter 
I wish you to explain. I recently vis- 
ited my aunt in New York state and 
found the eggs there fresh,' sweet and 
large and 30 cents per dozen, but down 
here in Florida the eggs are small, 
mostly stale and as low as 12 cents. 
Do you suppose any one could be gen- 
ius, enough to make an egg farm pay 
here? A.—In the far south many farm- 
ers consider hens a necessary evil. 
They keep small sized mongrels and 
let them scratch for themselves all 
summer. 
Their eggs are laid any- 


where and lie in the heat all day, and 
the bad nesting, handling and storing 
spoils them. 
Near towns and cities 


tlie farmers market a better product, 
but in out of the way places the eggs 
wait for a chance customer and often 
wait long and, being low in quality, 
the price is low. An egg farm produc- 
ing a bon ton laid while you wait prod- 
uct ought to flourish in such rotten egg 
conditions.

FpATHERS AND EGGSHELLS. 
It is wise for the crate fattener "to 


be on the lookout for sick and dead 
fowls, especially in the hot season and 
toward the end of the feeding period. 
The removal of a fowl that is off its 
feed to a grass run often restores it 
quickly. When a dead fowl is left to 
putrefy in a crate the whole bunch Is 
often knocked out. 


There is always wisdom in knowing 


when to quit. We refer here to ex- 
hibitors who start with big wins at the 
opening of the show season and then 
lose all and more than they have gain- 
ed in the end. One way to thus fall 
down Is to send the same birds to too 
many shows. 
They start, fine, get 


worn out and then lose. 


Musty straw is unhealthy for hens 


to scratch in, and oats stored In the 
sheaf, if there is much of it, often 
sweat and mold. 
Clean, dry wheat 


straw is our favorite for scratch floor 
litter. 


Feeding hens grain In the sheaf Is 


not practical. 
While they get some 


exercise tearing the sheaves apart, 
they nearly always get too much grain 
and much is wasted. It is better to 
thrash the grain and make the hens 
dig for all they get in the straw. 


State bulletins give us much infor- 


mation about the birds as Insect de- 
stroyers, but seldom do you read of 
the destruction done by poultry to the 
pests. 
Turkeys and guineas are at 


the head of the bug killer procession, 
and their propagation should be en- 
couraged. 
What is more, they turn 


these pests into pounds of fancy meat. 


That the modern chiclten thief is a 


scientific expert is shown by the man- 
ner in which the whole flock of Harry 
Bodine of Colliiigdale, Pa., was stolen. 
The thieves simply threw a rag. sat- 
urated .with chloroform, under the 
roost and skipped with the uncon- 
scious birds. 
\ 


In placing leg bands on fowls they 


should not be sealed to constrict the 
leg, and allowance should be made for 
future growth of shank. It is torture 
for a fowl to wear a band that is too 
small, and when this is allowed to be- 
come imbedded in the leg the owner 
should be pulled by the S. P. C. A.

Columbia county. Pa., for the raising 
•»f hogs and turkeys on second growth 
timberland that Is good for nothing 
Olse. Barren land is considered ideal 
for poultry by many until they try the 
trick. 


There is a canard going the' rounds 


that hens will double their output if 
the house is illuminated at night, and 
market chickens will eat and grow 
faster. 
Hens must have a regular 


nmonnt of sleep, like humr.ns. or they 
break down, and their, i-m m.-ichinery 
and digestive apparatus can only do a 
certain amount of work and must have 
rest also or n collapse occurs.
